There are so many people living in Burma who have forgot- 
ten even their Muslim names by adopting Burmese 
Buddhist like names.

What type of Believers are they who have become support- 
ers of the Idol Worshipers (Mushrik Buddhist) and what 
type of followers of Quran are they who have submitted 
themselves to the rule of Kufr by denying the direct 
command of Almighty Allah. 


Allah J 5 al. Commands, 
Do not take a kafir as wali. 


The ‘wali’ — is the helper. One follows the provider [of the 
wilayah] of help. And the ‘wali’ of a minor is called such 
because he takes over managing his matters with respon- 
sibility; 


and the ‘wali’ of a woman are her male relatives because 
they are in charge of her marriage [i.e., giving her away 
in marriage]. And in this verse, it is a clear proof that a 
kafir can not be a ‘wali’ of a Muslim, neither in [personal] 
behaviorism nor in [material] support. And it 
establishes evidence for the necessity of 
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establishing alienation from the kuffār and for bear- 
ing enmity towards them, because ‘enmity’ 
(‘adawah) is the opposite of ‘wilayah’. 


The reality of the servant's faith (Iman) and the final 
goal of his travel on the path of Tawhid takes him 
back to Allah's friendship. The reality of friendship is 
conformity, that is, being a friend of His friend and an 
enemy of His enemy. 


al-Baraa’ ibn ‘Aazib as ai .2, narrated that the Proph- 
Qt ug ale Wi Lo Said: “Indeed the strongest bond of 
faith is to love for the sake of Allah and hate for the 
sake of Allāh”. (Musnad Ahmad) 


lpn ‘Abbas as aw! 2, reports that Rasulullah ate ai do 
œW Said, 

"The strongest bond of faith is loyalty for the sake of 
Allāh and opposition for His sake, love for the sake of 
Allāh and enmity for His sake". (At-Tabarāni) 


Abu Muslim Al-Khawlāni wi «4», narrated: | said to 
Muʻadh ibn Jabal «s wi œ: ‘I swear by Allāh, I love 
you, neither for a worldly gain nor kinship between 
us.’ He said: ‘Then for what reason?’ | said: ‘For the 
sake of Allah.’ 


He [Abu Muslim] said: He grabbed my robe and then 
said: ‘Glad tidings [for you] if you are truthful. | heard 
the Messenger of Allah plus ae wi ko Say: Those who 
love each other for the sake of Allah will be under the 
shade of the Throne on the Day that there is no 
shade but His. They are envied for their place by the 
Prophets and martyrs.’

They will be upon 
pulpits of light and the Prophets and martyrs will 
envy their place.”

‘Those who love each other for the sake of My Majes- 
ty shall be upon podiums of light, and they will be 
envied by the Prophets and the martyrs.” (Jaami 
At- Tirmidhi) 


Umar ibn al-Khattab «s w! s> reported the Prophet 1. 
oug al all aS Saying: There are people from the 
servants of Allah who are neither prophets nor 
martyrs; the prophets and martyrs will envy them on 
the Day of Resurrection for their rank from Allah, the 
Most High. 


They (the people) asked: Tell us, Messenger of 
Allah, who are they? He sls ate wi o replied: They 
are people who love one another in the spirit of Allah 
(i.e. the Qur'an), without having any mutual kinship 
and giving property to one. | swear by Allah, their 
faces will glow and they will be (sitting) in (pulpits of) 
light. They will have no fear (on the Day) when the 
people will have fear, and they will not grieve when 
the people will grieve.

No doubt! Verily, the Auliya of Allah [i.e. those who

lon Abbas ais ai 2) Said, 

"Whoever loves for the sake of Allah, and hates for 
the sake of Allah, and whoever seals a friendship for 
His sake, or declares an enmity for His sake, will 
receive, because of this, the protection of Allah. No 
one may taste true faith except by this, even if his 
prayers and fasts are many. People have come to 
build their relationships around the concerns of the 
world, but it will not benefit them in any way." 

(Ibn Rajab al-Hanbali, Jami’ al-Ulum wal Hikam) 


Whoever takes the disbelievers (Kuffar) as guard- 
ians instead of the believers, does not belong to, the 
religion of Allah J 5 alk. in anyway. If you protect 
yourselves against them, as a safeguard (tuqatan, 
‘as a Safeguard’, is the verbal noun from tagiyyatan), 
that you fear something from them. In which case 
you may show patronage to them through words, but 
not in your hearts: this [the dispensation] applies to 
any individual residing in a land with no say in it. 
Allāh aye Je warns you, He instills fear in you, of His 
Self, [warning] that He se u- may be wrathful with 
you if you take them as guardians; and to Allah is the 
final destination, the return, and He will requite you. 


Let not the believers take the disbelievers as friends, 
rather than the believers, for there is no correspon- 
dence between the two in reality. Friendship cannot 
be except in the case of similarity of genus and corre- 
spondence; for in that case the love between them 
[the believers and the disbelievers] could not be 
essential, rather it would be manufactured and 


artificial by virtue of its being a superficial show and 
an act of hypocrisy (Nifaq), which are traits far 
removed from truth as these are all veils of darkness, 
since if they [the believers] did not possess a dark- 
ness within them that corresponded to the state of 
disbelief (Kufr) they would not be able to mix or asso- 
ciate with them - for whoever does that, does not 
belong to Allah in anyway, that is, [he does not] 
belong to the friendship of Allah in anyway that he 
can rely on. But if you fear something from their part, 
in which case one must take precautions, in which 
case you associate with them outwardly without 
there being any love for them in your hearts: but 
even that can only be as a result of the weakness of 
[your] certainty, for if certainty were to overtake your 
hearts, you would fear only Allah, exalted be He, and 
you would witness the significance of Allah's words: 
And if Allah afflicts you with some hurt, there is none 
who can remove it except Him; and if He desires 
good for you, there is none who can repel His bounty 
[Surah Yunus 10:107] 


So guard against none other than Him axe u> for He 
J> Je is the One observing your innermost secrets 
and overt actions, the One Able to requite you if you 
were to associate with His enemies or to fear them, 
either secretly or openly. 


Allah ax Je warns you to beware of Him. That is, 
[beware of] His justice (adl), because the Fire (of 
Jahannam) is His justice for the one that disobeys 
Him, and the Garden of Paradise (Jannah) is His 
favour (fadl) to the one who obeys Him. Have you 
not taken note of the words of the Prophet Muham- 
mad lug ale al to "Our hope is for Your mercy and we 
fear Your punishment." (Al-Bayhagi graded its chain 
authentic in As-Sunan Al-Kubra) 


So, Ya Ai yuhan Naas Uabudu Rabbakum; O man- 
kind! Worship your Rabb as He should be 
worshiped.
